DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 05/3 1/2001 in the application of 
Hernandez for a "System and apparatus for block segmentation procedure for reduction of peak- 
to-average power ratio effects in orthogonal frequency division multiplexing modulation 11 . 

Election/Restriction 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-21 drawn to the Control of data admission to the network: Subject 

matter including provisions for (a) avoiding or (b) regulating an actual or potential 
traffic overload condition, and traffic shaping, wherein the data admission control 
provides consistent packet/cell flow. This subclass is intended for regulating the 
amount of data entering a multiplex network so as to prevent an overloading or a 
further overloading of the network. Classified in class 370, subclass 230. 

II. Claims 22-24 drawn to the GENERALIZED ORTHOGONAL OR SPECIAL 

MATHEMATICAL TECHNIQUES: This subclass is indented for Particular set 
of orthogonal functions. Subject matter wherein a special set of orthogonal 
functions are used to achieve multiplexed transmission (e.g., Legendre 
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polynomials, Bessel functions). Subject matter wherein (a) a multiplexed channel 
is uniquely identified and separated from other multiplexed channels by members 
of a pair of mathematical functions having a sum of products or having an integral 
that is zero or sometimes one under specified conditions, or (b) particular 
mathematical processes are used to achieve multiplexing techniques, classified in 
class 370, subclass 208. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention II which has separate utility such as having 
details wherein a special set of orthogonal functions are used to achieve multiplexed 
transmission, which does not include the particular listed of the invention I, such as apparatus for 
a communication control wherein the data admission control provides consistent packet/cell 
flow. See MPEP 1 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II , restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
